The fatal unwillingess of Empire 
Governments .to give British ‘ship- 
-} -powners—the--lenst—assistanee—in- the 

unequal struggle ngninat highly sub- 

aidised foreign lines, which in cer- 
[tain directions js making ft im- 
possible for British ships to remain 
at xen, was ntronily emphasised at 
the P and O, annual meeting by the 
chairman, the Hon. Alexander Shaw. 
He drew attention to the post that 
the Canodian ond Austtnolasian Ine 
will soon bo the only British service 
linking up North America and Aus- 
trotasia, and even this is at enormous 
anecrifice : : 
‘i The problem is not merely con- 
cerned with commercial intercats, it 
went to the root of our Imperial 
position. 

Further drawing attention to the 
continuous decline of Brtish shipping 
serying In home ports, and the failure 
to persuade other countries to agree 
to international rationalization of 
shipping, Mr Shaw anid that no ar- 
gument would be effective till the 
British Government hod shown by 
deeds, and not merely words, that 
subsidy would be met by subsidy, and 
restriction by restriction, no that our 
veusels would no longer be the Cin- 
dercllas of the sea. 

Drawing attentlon to the hardship 
of continued pay cuts he asked share- 
holders to remove half the cuts from 
January 1, 1936. : : 

Despite the growth of air mails, 
the bulk of mails carried by the P. 
and O. actually had increased -by 46 
percent. ae 

Mr. Shaw was convinced that air 
and sen services, with regards to 
both mails and passengers alike, 
would ‘always co-operate for their 
mutual benefit.—Renter.
